The mission of Crescent High School, in partnership with
home and community, is to develop responsible graduates
by providing a foundation for lifelong learning.

CHS met 13 out of 13 objectives in the NCLB Annual
Yearly Progress ratings and received a "Yes" for AYP on
the State Report Card.

Our Freshman and Sophomore academies served in
excess of 4000 students in our afterschool academic
programs in Science, Social Studies, English, and Math.

Aimee Gray was one of eight teachers worldwide to be
named a Global Entrepreneurship Teacher of the Year.
Tim Keown was named the Piedmont Region Young
Teacher of the Year as well as the Anderson County Soil
and Water Conservation Teacher of the Year. Debbie
Thrasher and Deborah Jordan received an EIA grant to
continue our student book club, CHS Readers. This club
was expanded to included staff members this year.

Our senior class received 1.9 million dollars in
scholarships. One student was awarded the Crescent
Award. Two students were Crescent's first High School
Heisman winners. Several students were named Palmetto
Fellows. Another student received a national scholarship
to attend MMI in Orlando, Florida.

Our FFA Chapter was awarded the coveted Gold Chapter
award (one of 3 in the state). They also hosted the first
annual Daniel Jarrard Memorial Rodeo as well as their
annual benefit pageant to support breast cancer charities.
Our athletic teams continued to be successful. Boys
Varsity basketball advanced to the second round of the
state playoffs. Girls Varsity basketball secured a first
round home playoff game. Softball won the Upperstate
Championship and finished as 2A state runner up.

We look forward to serving the young people of the Starr
and Iva communities by continuing to offer them a diverse
and challenging curriculum and the opportunity to
participate in a wide range of extracurricular activities.
